From  its  beginning  as  the  fantastic  vision  of  an  eccentric  millionaire  to  recreate  the  gondola-like  splendors  of  an  Italian 
city  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific,  Venice  has  resisted  the  great  American  urban  dream.  The  shack  that  Paulette  Goddard 
and  Charlie  Chaplin  escape  to  in  Modern  Times  is  on  the  Venice  Canals.  The  Charles  Hotel  stands  at  the  end  of  Windward 
Avenue,  face  out  to  the  ocean,  its  winos  and  transients  a  slap  in  the  face  of  any  self-respecting  real  estate  developer. 

Inside  the  smooth  suburbia  that  envelopes  most  of  Southern  California,  Venice  exists  as  an  alternative  to  the  values  of 
mainstream  America.  Old  people,  left  behind  by  their  aspiring  sons  and  daughters  in  the  Valley,  talk  Yiddish  on  benches 
with  their  backs  to  the  Pacific.  Black  and  brown  people  occupy  their  own  space  within  the  city,  radiate  their  life-force 
through  its  streets.  Poets,  painters,  music  people  make  art  happen.  Political  manifestos  sprout  from  the  sidewalks. 

Venice  has  persisted  in  creating  its  own  image.  Venice  chooses  grim  reality  in  place  of  fashion;  in  the  face  of  chic  counter- 
culture marketability,  Venice  is  a  spit  in  the  eye.  Within  the  American  empire  it  is  a  place  of  exile  from  that  empire.  Can 
America  let  it  survive? 

The  Gashouse,  on  Ocean  Front  Walk,  was  a  center  of  music  and  poetry,  a  prophetic  catalyst  for  much  of  the  art  that  was 
to  become  a  lifestyle  across  the  country.  The  forces  of  law  and  order  were  not  content  to  merely  close  the  place  down; 
they  razed  the  stone  archways  and  literally  ground  them  to  dust. 


What  is  there  about  this  small  community  that  provokes  such  passionate  response?  Why  are  there  "Free  Venicel' 
circulating  across  Europe?  What  is  the  true  nature  of  the  subversiveness  that  lurks  in  these  back  alleys?

To  be  poor  in  Venice  is  not  a  sign  of  failure.  Poverty  in  Venice  is  not  merely  a  way  of  life— it  is  an  affirmation  of  life. 
This  attitude  is  probably  dangerous,  and  possibly  sinful. 


There  is  a  natural  affinity  between  the  peculiar  anarchic  animal  that  is  Pacifica  Radio  and  the  streets  of  resistance  by  the 
sea.  KPFK  has  always  had  a  disproportionate  number  of  subscribers,  staff  members  and  volunteers  come  from  Venice.

A    LETTER 
FROM  PRISON 


Lompoc  Federal  Prison 
26  April.  1973  Thursday 

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters, 

I  am  writing  for  myself  and  also  for  a  number  of  the  other  war 
resistors  here.  We  have  heard  for  the  second  time,  tonight,  the  tape 
made  by  Joan  Baez  in  Hanoi.  It  was  especially  moving  to  me,  as 
Barry  Romo,  who  was  with  her,  is  a  close  personal  friend.  I  can 
only  use  the  words  written  of  another  man  moved  by  death:   we 
wept.  No  other  event  in  our  lifetime  has  so  marked  our  souls  as 
the  slaughter  of  the  innocents  of  Indochina.  We  sat  here,  this  past 
Christmas,  fasting  in  protest  of  the  war,  listenlrig  in  horror  to  re- 
ports of  the  bombing  on  KPFK. 

It  was  only  in  the  last  six  months  that  we  were  allowed  to  have 
radios  here-and  hence  discovered  your  station,  I  could  not  tell  you 
of  what  you  have  come  to  mean  to  us.  It  would  all  sound  too 
cliche    I  can  only  say  that  for  some  of  us  you  were  like  life  itself, 
bringing  us  things  we  had  been  deprived  of  for  years    classical  and 
folk  music.  But  most  importantly,  a  truth-full  and  complete  news 
and  a  concern  for  life-affirmation  and  those  issues  which  brought 
us  to  lail. 

More  of  us  would  have  subscribed,  but  you  see,  we  truly  did  not 
have  even  enough  for  the  $15  prisoner  subscription.  We  could  have

At  the  same  time  that  our  government  ap- 
propriates S500  million  in  a  "search  for  a 
cancer  cure,"  various  government  agencies 
permit  chemicals  in  our  food  which  may 
themselves  cause  cancer.  On  April  25,  1973, 
D.E.S.  (the  synthetic  cancer-producing  estro- 
gen) was  banned  from  use  in  cattle  and 
sheep  after  being  in  use  for  over  20  years. 
The  controversy  over  this  one  carcinogen 
has  obscured  the  fact  that  scores  of  other 
carcinogens  remain  in  our  food  supply.  On 
September  27,  1972,  F.D.A.  Director  of 
Veterinary  Medicine  Research  revealed  that 
many  suspect  carcinogens  are  present  in  our 
daily  food  supply.  This  report  was  not  made 
public  until  Senator  Ribicoff  released  it  on 
March  20.  1973.  The  complete  report  will 
appear  in  the  June  issue  of  A  Report  to  the 
Consumer,  as  well  as  the  expose  that  reveals 
collusion  on  the  part  of  the  California  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  working  with  the 
big  egg  producers,  to  boost  the  price  of  eggs 
and  force  the  little  producers  out  of  busi- 
ness. On  July  30,  1972,  the  producers  were 
given  a  choice  of  either  "diverting  10%  of 
their  egg  production  (which  was  to  be  ship- 
ped to  Japan  or  England  for  14  cents  per 
dozen),  or  killing  off  10%  of  their  flocks" 
in  order  to  eliminate  the  "egg  surplus  in 
California.
